This fact is more vpparent when you consider with 
what skill he has managed in the hour of his dis- 
tress, to share the profits that many were 
entitled to upon his SrieBages. | The feeling in the 
Windsor Hotel to-night was strong in two particu- 
Jars. One was that the market would show a big 
improvement the coming week, and the other was 
that Sage’s trouble was not yet over. It is under. 
stood that large blocks of stock will be put to Mr 
Sage, but he is reported, by those who pretend to 
know, to have more ready*money on hand than any 
other man on Wall street.

Damning Evidence Against Railroad Treas- 
urers, City Officials and Bank Officers, 
From the New York Times of Saturday. 

The truth about Grant & Ward and the Marine 
Bank is slowly coming out.

W. Spencer, director of the bank and treasurer of 
the Erie road, must have known that Ward was re- 
hypothecating the notes upon which the rajlroad 
company had secured a loan. This will be interest- 
ing news to the Erie company.

Edwards 
was a prominent real estate man and Wrenn is an 
insurance agent, Both occupied Jeading positions in 
this city. 

RIDDLED WITH BULLETS.

“Tam sure I can't understand what these gentle- 
men mean by their course,’ remarked J. H. John- 
ston, superintendent of the Exposition, this morning. 
“They have certainly placed the Association ina 
very embarrassing position.” 

He was speaking of a petition published in the 
morning papers, requesting the Association to re- 


consider its action admitting agricultural imple- 
ments to its display. The petition was signed by the 
following firms: it E. Jaynes, Moline Plow Com- 
pany, Kingman & Co., Minnea Harvester Com- 
pany.

“What do you propose to do about it?” 

“IT can't tell yet what we'll do, as 
Mr. Kennard is out of the city. As 
soon as he returns there will be a meeting, and some 
action will be taken. I am surprised to see that 
these gentlemen gave the petition for print before 
the board had an opportunity to act on it.” 

“Will it occasion much inconvenience if you have 
to dispense with a display of agricultural imple- 
ments?” , 

“Not exactly that. We will, of course, have no 
difficulty in filling our space, but that is not the 
worst feature ofthe case. Now let me give you a 
little history of this agricultural implement matter. 
The Exposition Association was not organized 
to compete with the Fair’ Association 
and it has endeavored in every action taken to avoid 
apy appearance of competition. We have only the 
most friendly feelings for that organization, and 
have the same interest in its success that all other 
business men of St. Louis have. Accordingly, in ar- 
ranging our programine, we made this announce- 
ment, which appears in all the printed pamphlets: 

“*No arrangements have been made for a display 
of agricultural implements and machinery, the man- 
agement believing that exhibitors in this line would 
prefer to make their exhibits at the regular agri- 
cultural fair. Consequently such articles will not be 
received.’ 

“Well, no sooner was this pamphlet out" than we 
received a communication from some of the manu- 
facturers of agricultural implements, suggesting 
that it would have been well to give them a hearing 
before barring them out of our exposition, and 
that even yet we ought to give them a chance to 
express their views. Not wishing to leave any one 
dissatisfied, we concluded to call them together, and 
sent out a notice to the manufacturers to that end. 
They met here in the office, and we explained why 
we had determined to leave thom out, as we 
did not'want to interfere with the Fair display. 
They almost unanimously declared that it would 
not interfere with the Fair at all, for they would ex- 
hibit only the smaller and least cumbersome of their 
implements with us, and would make their display 
at the Fair just the same as ever. With this under- 
standing we determined to give them 20,000 feet, of 
room, and allow them until the first of Juné to 
make their applications, so that the 20,000 
feet might be equaily divided among the applicants. 
Pursuant to this agreement, six or eight St. Louis 
manufacturers have already made application for 
space. "Yet, when this is all done, here comes a 
communication from these gentlemen at whose in- 
stance the programme was Changed, in which they 
request us to do what we were disposed to do at 
first. But how about these applicants for space to 
whom we have guaranteed an exhibit? They have 
not signed the petition, and if we tell them we can- 
not admit, their natural inquiry will be Why not? 
If we answer that certain manufacturers have re- 
quested us to bar out that display, they will natural- 
ly wantto know — they should be denied the 
right of exhibit, simply because some other manu- | 
facturers don’t want to takespace. You see, it 
places us in a really embarrassing position, and I am 
at a loss to know what the board will do about it.”

THE _BARTHOLDI NUISANCE. 

Is it not about time to withdraw the appeals, 
for the Bartholdi pedestal fund, to close the 
subscriptions, which are now closing automat- 
ically, and to give the publicarest! For two 
years now, every variation and invention of 
importunacy and mendicancy have been ex- 
hausted in making the American people come 
down in order that BARTHOLDI’s statue might 
go up, and by every possible expression of neg- 
lect and indifference the American people have 
said that they did not want to be bothered 
with it. 

BARTHOLDI’S idea was a harmless one origin- 
ally. As a work of art, his statue is worth- 


| less; as a light-house, it is equally worthless. 


Still, if he could get the people of France to 
pay for the statue, and if he could get the peo- 
ple of the United States to pay for the pedes- 
tal, there was no reason why his whim should 
not be gratified. But when he makes an appeal 
to a sentiment which does not exist, and when 
his mistake is discovered, his attempt sinks to 
the level of a public nuisance after it has been 
settled that success is hopeless. 

It now appears that, instead of costing’ a 
quarter of a million dollars to complete the 
work, it will take at least $400,000, and perhaps 
the next estimate will run the cost still higher. 
The fatal defect in the attempt to: collect sub- 
scriptions is that no one now has any hope that 
the full amount will ever be collected, and those 
who would willingly give to help a success do 
not care to giveacent toward a predestined 
failure. The absence of any accounting for 
funds also leads to the Suspicion that agencies, 
commissions and expenses are eating into the 
subscriptions. 

The business at present is a nuisance; it will 
soon develop into a scandal gnd a disgrace. 
This should not be permitted. The committees 
allover the country who have had charge of 
the subscriptions should meet and resign, and 
the whole business should be closed out—the 
sooner the better. . 


THE BUCKET-SHOPS, 

After much discussion of the bucket-shop 
question, that question has come fairly before 
the people of St. Louis ina manner that prom- 
ises to dispose of it effectually. It is in reality 
before the Merchants’ Exchange, but that Ex- 
change is, through its vast membership and 
varied interests, a thoroughly representative 
body, more truly representative of the public 
sentiment of St. Louis than any other body cap- 
able of giving an expression of opinion. 

There need be no false delicacy about describ- 
ing the bucket-shops as gambling houses. They 
are nothing else. There is not even the pre 
tense that any real values are handled or that 
any trade quotations are fixed by them. The 
transactions consist purely and simply in bet- 
ting on what the quotations of the regular Ex- 
changes will be, and the bets are all gambling 
bets. It is as impossible to defend the bucket- 
shops on the ground that they are not gambling 


that they are, like the gambling on ‘Change, an 
inseparable adjunct to legitimate trade. 

Instead of being any part of the regular trans- 
actions by which the prices and quotations of 
commodities are regulated all over the world, 
the bucket-shops are a nuisance and an obstruc- 
tion, They succeed in combining all the bad 
features of option trading with none of 
its advantages. The only reason that could be 
urged for tolerating them wonld be that they 
were necessary evils; when there is no pretense 
that they are necessary they become simply 
evils, to be forthwith abolished. 

It would not be a great stretch of the powers 
and functions of Municipal legisldtion if the 
Municipal Assembly should refuge to license 
bucket-shops, or should exercise its powers to 
license them out of business. But it might be a 
dangerous exercise of political authority to in- 
terfere in any business which claimed a show of 
legitimacy, and fortunately itis not necessary 
for the city to interfere. The Merchants’ Ex- 
change has it in its power to abolish bucket- 
shops in this city by simply refusing~to furnish 
them with their capital. It not only bas the 
opportunity to do this but it has the urgency of 
a very strong pressure from the Chicago Cham- 
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regular trading bodies, and when such an op- 
portunity is presented the conservative and re- 
spectable business interests represented by our 
Exchange should not hesitate to act.

UNEQUAL TAXATION. 

With sixty-three miles of increased mileage 
our State Board of Equalization has added only 
two millions to its valuation of the railroad, 
telegraph and bridge property in the State, 
making the total $42,000,000. Compared with 
the stock and bonds upon which these proper- 
ties are paying liberal returns, this assessment 
is ridiculously low. In a letter to to the Board, 
the State Railroad Commissioners estimated 
the cash value at $105,000,000. If the farms 
and other real estate of Missouri were assessed 
so much below their cash value or taxed so low 
in proportion to their net earnings, the treasury 
would soon be bankrupt. 

But the mighty organized influence of the 
railroads and other great moneyed corporations 
is shifting more and more of the burdens of 
government upon the farms of the country, the 
real estate of cities and those forms of personal 
property like horses, cattle and industrial imple- 
ments, which, being the visible means of sup- 
port of the great laboring and producing 
masses, cannot escape taxation. The richer a 
commonwealth becomes the greater is the 
proportion of its wealth that takes the form 
of personal property, and especially thdse 
forms of it which elude the assessor and defy 
the tax-gatherer. In the last ten years the as- 
sessed valuation of real estate in New York has 
been increased one-third, yet her personal prop- 
erty assessed for taxation now is $132,000,000 
less than it was ten years ago. 

The worst of it is that the brunt of the in- 
creased taxation of real estate falls more and

The 
population of that State is about evenly divided 
between city and country, but there, as in 
Missouri, the tendency is to put the whole bur- 
den upon real estate, and especially upon the 
small owners in cities, who seem to be the most 
helpless victims of a grossly iniquitous system 
of assessment and taxation. What they owe 
for their property is not deducted from the 
assessment. They have to pay State and miini- 
cipal taxes on the full value, and whatever tax 
is levied on the mortgage also comes out of 
their pockets ultimately. , 


THE proverb that “a burnt child dreads the 
fire,” is not verified by the theological infant of 
the Globe-Democrat, who returneth Sunday 
morning to the fire of controversy wherein he 
was scorched of a Saturday. If his theology is 
lame his English is blind. Hesays:

In the first place Cruden’s .Concordance, 
which is a most valuable work, and one of great 
utility to the religious editor, does not mention 
the Prince of Tyrus, but merely gives chapter 
and verse for reference. In the next place our 
learned but mistaken contemporary seems to be 
under the delusion that when we speak of 
Ezekiel passing judgment, we ascribe to 
Ezekiel a function which was really that of the 
Lord. Now, Webster’s Dictionary, which is 
also a most valuable work, and one of great 
utility to the religious and irreligious editor, 
defines the active verb, ‘‘to pass,” thus: ‘‘To give 
forth; to utter; to pronounce; to deliver by 
word; to make orally.” The judgment passed 
upon the Prince of Tyrus was, indeed, the judg- 
ment of the Lord, but it was not the Lord who 
gave it forth, or who uttered it, or pronounced 
it, or delivered it by word, or made it orally, 
for this was done by Ezekiel, as we said. The 
plain meaning of common English words should 
not be hard to understand by one whose trade 
is to deal in words, but it appears that in the 
dictionary, as in the Bible, there are things 
hard to understand which the unlearned and 
unstable wrest to their own destruction. 


THE report of the House Judiciary Commit- 
tee in regard to the ‘‘ Backbone” land grant 
may be entitled to a great deaf’ of respect.

A 
great deal of stuff is found on the streets by 
Officers or found by citizens and 
turned over to officers. All such articles are taken 
to the nearest station, and in this way the property 
is accumulated. The property.follows the prisoner, 
and in this way & great many things out of our 
hands. When the case goes to the Court of Crimi- 
nal Correction or the Criminal Court, the stuff is 
taken in c by the Sheriff. If it is a case of 
some trivial violation, and the prisoner goes to the 
Police Court, we turn all property over to 
Marshal Thomas. Considering the large number of 
articles we handle daily there are very few mistakes 


“What does a mons goes usually contain?” 

‘That is a pretty question to answer. About 
fifteen or twenty years ago a prisoner's ket usu- 
ally qoritained money, but I don’t think now that 
one man inten has as much as $2 in his pocket 
when arraigned at a station-house bar. Very much 
depends upon the business of the prisoner. 
Waiters, porters, etc., always have a tooth-brush 
and a pocket comb. The ordi ner, how- 
ever, has only four articles; viz., a knife, a stub of a 
_ a memorandum book anda bunch of ke 

e professional tramp is the man who carries his 
pockets well laden. I suppose the vicissitudes of 
the road teach him the necessity of carrying every- 
thing. jayming from a piece of twine ora candle 
to @& #£«°2poun of ground coffee and a 
coffee-pot might be ne on search- 
ing the pockets oO a tramp. 
One of the fraternity arrested here a short time ago 
had 107 articles in his pockets. A curious case was 
brought in few days ago. In one pocket the tramp 
carried a chunk of cheese, a loaf of bread and a bo- 
logna sausage. In the others were a plug of chew- 
ing tobacco, a new pipe and a quart of whisky. 
In other pockets he carried a lot of newspapers. 
He was starting out on the summer tramp when he 
became involved in some trouble and finally landed 
in the Work House. We find a great deal of whisky. 
Prisoners are often brought in here dead drunk, and 
the only property on them isa bottle of whisky. 
This is confiscated to the State and dumped 
into the sink. Claims for. property. of this 
kind are not honored, and we onally have 
to inform “‘a Work House release’ that the liquor 
spoiled in storing.” 

‘“*How long is peoeeesy kept?” 

“Well, we look for the owners to turn up any time 
within three months. If they do not claim by that 
time we send it to the general property-room. A 
sale of stolen, found and unclaimed property takes 
place about oncea year. If there is anything of 
greet value, or any papers that ght 

of value to e owner “we 
usually keep them for a year. The sale of un- 
claimed ak ag dl nets us about $300, which is turned 
into the Police Relief Association Fund.”
